However soil erosion is some- 
thing like the dreaded disease of 
cancer, If we take action at the 
first symptoms something may 
be done, but if we wait — it may 
be too late, The following report 
was heard on the radio recently 
from “Your Saskatchewan Farm 
Reporter.” These figures show the 
need for preventing erosion on our 
precious soil. 

Whether we lose the top soil 
from our fields by wind or water 
erosion or by some mechanical 
method, the result is the same — 
the soil that’s left just can’t pro- 
duce good crop yields and may 
not for a number of years. This 
has been proven at both the Leth- 
bridge Experimental Station and 
at the Central Experimental,Farm 
at Ottawa, 

At Lethbridge, wheat yields 
were compared from fields which 
had suffered severe wind erosion 
in the 30's and from soil which 
had never eroded, On the average 
the non-eroded soil produced 30 
bushels per atre of wheat com- 
pared to only 12.8 bushels on 
eroded soil, That’s a reduction in 
the wheat producing capacity of 
almost 60 per cent. and the re- 
duction was caused by severe wind 
erosion and loss of top soil. It 
wasn't something that happened 
one year after erosion took place 
but it persisted for many years. 

At the Central Experimental 
Farm, at Ottawa, the method of 
removing the top soil was differ- 


| ent but the result the same. They 


removed six inches of top so‘l 
from a field plot. On another plot 
no soil was removed. Barley yields 
on these two plots for a 10-year 
period averaged 4.2 bus. an acre 
on the plot where the top. soil had 
been taken off, and a little over 
27 bushels an acre on the plot 
where the soil had been left on, 


| When Alfalfa was used the differ- 


ence wasn’t quite as great, 16 
tons of hay per acre on the one 
plot and 2%% tons on the plot 
where the soil had not been re- 
moved, In Eastern Canada the top 
soil from hills and slopes is lost 
by rainfall, and on the prairies we 
lose a lot of top soil from wind- 
storms but the result is the same 
—a loss of top soil and a drop in 
the yield. Most farmers have seen 
the difference on their own farms, 
The figures certainly show how 
important it is to protect our 
top soil by every means possible 
from wind and water erosion,
